I am he, my Lord, who, a few Years ago, gave 
the curious and true Hiſtory of the dreadful Vol- 
cano, which burſt forth in a great Mountain in the 
County of Kerry in Ireland; which, though it ap- 
peared to me, as I ſet it forth, but little interior to 
Etna, or Mount Veſſuvius, it might yet have 


eſcaped the Obſervation of the neareſt Inhabitants 
of the Country, had I not publiſhed the Hiſtory. 


| I aw alſo he, who publiſhed, in ſome few Years 


after, the Hiſtory of a moft famed medicinal Wa- 


ter, called Logh Liaſh, whoſe Virtues, tho' far 
ſuperior to thoſe of Tar-Water, I brought into as 
general Uſe all over this Country; and tho” by a 
B——p's writing in Favour of the latter, the 
former is at preſent put a little out of Countenance 
with new-phangled People; yet, I hope, e'er 
long, to bring it again into Vogue, by ſhewing, 
in a Tract almoſt ready for the Preſs, that this 
Lake is the very Font, in which, holy PArRIcR, 
the Primate and tutelar Saint of Ireland, baptized 
all the native Infidels of this Kingdom, upon their 
Converſion. 


BuT, to come nearer to the Point of Recol- 


lection in your G *s memorial Faculties, I am

The Generality now trample the ſacred Myſteries 
of Religion, under Feet; and even the Clergy, 
the Ambaſſadors, or Meſſengers of Gop, are fallen 
into ſuch Contempt, that were it not for the Pro- 
viſion wiſely made by our divine Anceſtors for the 
Church, no Man, that had a Proſpect above an 
Exciſeman, would go into B Orders. 


+ IT affords a melancholy Conſideration to all true 
clerical Men, that ſchiſms among our ſelves, has 
given no ſmall Handle to the Prejudice of the 
Church. One Man makes the Sacrament ſo fami- 
liar, that People now may come to it, without 
ſaying ſo much as, By your Leave to his Parſon, 
and others write againft Miracles, Witches, and 
Spirits, which were found of ſuch infinite Uſe to

&c. There is no Part of the reverend Doctor 
EcnarD's excellent Hiſtory of England, read with 
greater Attention and Admiration, nor that does 
greater Honour to the Church, than his full and 
true Account of the Apparition of the old Man in 
the Wood, which Divines take to be SaTan, to 
whom OrLiver /CROMWELL ſold himſelf, for the

You muſt know then, my Lord, that our Ma- 
nager, had occaſion for a Prompter, and took one 
recommended to him by ſome of his Friends, or 
Party, in London; for, the Theatre is conducted, 
for all the World, like the State; every Thing 
goes by Parties, and nothing is done, or left un- 
done, without the Sanction of Party. Thus far 
the old Maxim is fulfilled, Totus mundus agit 
Hiſtrionem, or as SHAKESPEAR expreſſes it, which 
our Manager has taken for the. Motto over his 
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Tux Prompter recommended to the Manager, 
was one HuRLOE HARRINGTOVW. The Man, at 
firſt ſetting out, behaved modeſtly and well; did 
| ||] not exceed much the Bounds of his Office, tho“ 
| {| many of the A#ors would have puſht him for- 
[ill - ward, and cryed him up, as a greater Man, than 
any of his Predeceſſors, or even the Manager. In 
their Aſſembly, which is a little Sort of a mock Se- 
nate, or a Parliament in Miniature, ſuch Deffer- 
ence has been paid to this Prompter, who is at beſt, 
but a Sort of a Lieutenant, as one may ſay, or De. 
puty to the Manager, that ſome of the Commedians 
have moved for veſting an unlimitted Credit in this 
Officer; nay, have ſaid, ** That the Lives and For- 
tunes of the whole Company were at his Diſpoſal, 
and wonder d, any Man could think of diſputing with 
Bim the painting the Scenes, or providing new Actort, 
Guards, and other Attendants for the Theatre.“

but, it is certain, he ſoon gain'd the Majority of 
the Company, ſo far to his Intereſt, that the poor 
Manager became fo inſignificant, and was ſo maul d, 
ſo managed by Parties, that provided he had the 
entire Management and Command of his Guard of 
Coblers and Porters, the dreſſing and documenting

WHETHER it fuited the Manager's Occaſions, or 
thoſe of the Prompter, is not known; but, this 
Mr. HazzinoTox went to London, as ſome ſay, 
to engage Afors, Tumblers, Fidlers, or the like, 
ſome eight, or ten Months ago; where it was ob- 
ſerved, that inſtead of attending to any of the real 
Buſineſs of the Stage, he ſpent his Time with the 
Sub Manager, Under-Afors, and Prompter of your 
Stage, where he learned much of their Craft and 
Chicanery, but engaged no Hands, except a few 
vile, Iriſh Strollers, already rejected and deſpiſed 
here, and then fell int» Company with ſome of 
the many other idle Profligates of this Country, 
who go to ſpend, or to pick up, Money, by your 
Stage, or otherwiſe. | | 


 W1rTH theſe abandon'd People, H arrinGTON 
enter d into Clubs and Aſſociations, and as it has 
fince appear'd, actually form'd the Plan of Ope- 
rations for the Stage here, without the leaſt Regard 
to the Manager, or the Public. It is notoriouſly 
true, that he concerted with theſe, on the Ruin of 
one of the principal Afors on our Stage, who ex- 
poſed ſome of his Creatures and was not likely to 
come into his Meaſures in the Green- Room. It is 
alſo ſtrongly ſuſpected, , that he abuſed the Credit 
repoſed in him, by the Manager and the Company, 
and m:ſappiied much of the public Money of the 
Theatre. But, of this, there appears, as yet no 
politive Proof. 


Towarps the latter End of laſt Summer, he 
came Home, and gave but a very femmij Account 
of his Travels. He was aſk' d, what new Advan- 
tages he had brought the Manager, or the Com-

141 pany, what Hands he had engag'd, what Scenes 
1 Machines, or Decorations he had brought over, and 
| | [| the like? Upon which, he gave ſo little Satis- 
| faction, that the Company began to be very jealous 
Jil | and diſſatisfied. But, their Jealouſy and Diſcon- 
tent roſe to boundleſs Indignation and Rage, when 
they found he had engag'd, and would have Pre- 
ference given to, the Jrifſþ rejected Stroller, which 
no other Manager, Prompter, or Company, would 
hire, or entertain, Whereupon his whole Party, 
1 one and all, one after another, declared to him, 
Si that if he did not advance their Places and Sallaries, 
and forthwith, diſpatch theſe infamous Strollers, 
they would quit his Service, and abandon- him to

| As he had not kept much Money for theſe un- 
218 expected Purpoſes, for Players are as fond of 
111 Bribes, as Gentlemen; he began to be very ſenſi- 
ble of his Miſconduct; and dreading, like a late 
eminent Prompter of your Stage, to be abandon'd in 
| his Neceſſity, he was ſtruck with Remorfe and De- 
1 ſpair. This threw him into a raging Fever, of

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| which it was thought he muſt have died. But, 
| | | to the Surprize of all that attended him, he began 
| i, 


to recover. 


Wur n he found he was likely to have ſomething 
like AFeon's Fate, to be torn piecemeal by his own 
Hounds ; he ſent his Nurfe-keeper of ſome Errand, 
and crept to the Window, which he made a Shift 
to open, and then threw himſelf out, and ſo cruſnt 
his Bones to Shatters by the Fall. wk 


Tus melancholily ended poor Mr. Harginc- 
| Tov, one of the moſt conſiderable of the many 
| EEzigliſß Prompters we have had, that died in this 
11 4 25 Country.

Country. He was buried, not greatly lamented by 
many, and would of Courſe be ſoon forgot, the 
Fate of many a great Man, had not ſome ſtrange 
Phenomena happen'd, which will keep up his Me- 
mory longer than that of greater Men. 


Tue Death of this Prompter happen'd on the 
third Day of OFober laſt, of all Days in the Lear. 
I am ſure, 1 ſhall never forget, it bappen'd of a 
Tueſday, The buſy Seaſon coming on, the Lord 
Lieutenant, the Biſhops and Clergy, and the Quality 
coming very faſt to Town, his Place could not be 
long kept vacant; and fo the Manager gave it to 
one Carmichael, who had ſome Time befare offici- 
ated in that Place. | 


Tur Friday following, a Play was given out by 
Order of the Government, and a very great and 
numerous Audience attended. But, when Car- 
michael rung his Bell, to hawl up the Curtain, and 
open the Play, to the Aſtoniſhment and Terrour 
of all the Company, who ſhould appear, but Har- 
RINGTON ? It was ſome Time before any Body 
knew him: And no Wonder; for he was mightily 
changed by his Fall, and his Death, Burial, Ce. 
Beſides, he no longer wore the ſame cheerful, 
ruddy Look, nor had that upright Port, for which 
he was diſtinguiſhed ;- and his Stature ſeemed much 
alter d, for he was not now near ſo tall. Upon 
the whole, he now put on a knit Brow, a ſallow, 
wrinkled, meagre Face, that beſpoke a violent 
Death; he floop'd, as if he did not care much for 
the Light, and /zan'd upon a crutch-headed Stick; 
his Limbs being much hurt in the Fall out of a 
Window up two Pair of Stairs, 


I this extraordinary Guiſe, he poſſeſs*'d himſelf

In this, or the like Manner, did an ba, 
ere harraſs the Play Houſe for ſeveral Days. 
hen the Players, ſaw his ner. and that he 

was 
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was as inoffenſive, as an old Gentlewoman, about 
the Houſe, when he was gratified, they began to 
be leſs terrified at his Appearance, And now there 
is not a Man in the Company, that has not ſeen him, 
and felt his Influence, tho* many of them are aſham'd 
to confeſs it. He has order'd, that is, prompted 
many of them to ſay and do Things, in and out of 
their Paris, ſo much againſt their Inclinations and 
their Judgments, that they have been aſbam' d of 
it, and then, nbt before, were oblidged to acknow- 
ledge the Influence and Power of this Spirit, Nay, 
there is not a Servant about the Theatre, from the 
Candle-Snuffer, to the Ward-robe Keeper, that he 
has not teaz' d, and now has made himſelf more ab- 
ſolute, than in his Life-Time, about the Stage: 
For, whatever he lifts, is inſtantly done as he 
prompts; and it is reckoned a ſufficient Anſwer for 
the Manager, if any Thing be done againft his 
Intereſt, or to the manifeſt Prejudice of him and his 
Company, that the Prompter did it, or prompted it 
to be done. As for the Cloaths in the Ward-Robe, 
he/ diſtributes them to be worn to others, as well, 
as wears them himſelf, He is not content with 
common, - plain Cloaths neither ; but generally 
wears either the Dreſs of a modern King, or thoſe of 
Polonius, and other Miniſters of State, not liking 
them the worſe for being odd faſbion' d, tarniſh*d,” or 


ſail d. And he. has lately extorted Money from 


ſome of the Audience, without giving them Rhime 
or Reaſon. for it, and afterwards, robb'd ſeveral of 
the Collectors, or Office- Keepers, and the Frea- 


ſurer, and bad them, be under no Trouble, or 


Concern for it; it ſhould be alle' d in paſſing their 
Accounts. | 


Tra this horrid Spright infeſted the Theatres - 

But, he is now, grown ſo. familiar there, that he is 

become a Sort of a By- Word, and a Jeit: For, if 
AI 8 any 
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any Thing goes wrong, if there be but a Thief in 
one of the Candles, it is ſaid to be all done by 
HaRRIxG TON, the Prompter, and thev now conſole 
themſelves with the wife philoſophic Conſideration, 
that what can't be cured, muſt be endured, How- 
ever, let who will dance, the poor Manager and his 
Company are forc*d to pay the Piper, and indeed, 
they are likely to be great Sufferers. 


Hap this dreadful Apparition, which is come, 
no Doubt, to chaſtize impenitent Slaves and Sin- 
ners for their manifold Corruptions, Sins and Ini- 
quities, had come in any other Shape, than that of 
this Prompter, had it been St. Patrick's guardian 
Spirit, or the GhoF of ſacred Uſher, I ſhould not 
ſo much wonder at it; but, that HarrincTos, 
the Prompter, ſhould be choſen for this Work, 
ſeems to all Men, that are converſant in the Na+ 
ture of Gboſts, very extraordinary. But, to be 

ſure it is owing to ſome occult Cauſe : For, the Ma- 
nager himſelf cannot aſſign a ſingle Reafon Why 
he ever employ'd this Fellow; and he and every 


Body begin now to be apprehenſive, that hᷣe and 


the whole Company will have ample Cauſe to repent 
of their Credulity, and of their running i to Par- 


ties, to ſupport this Man: For, it is thought he 
will ſo overturn the whole Oecanomy of the Stage, 


that when the Benefit-Nights come on, all but a 
very few, yet in Favour with the Spirit of the 
Prompter, will be bilkt. | 


| Bur, this horrible Spirit did not long confine 
himſelf to his old Scene of Action in or about the 


Theatre; he is now ſeen, or perceived all over the 


Town, and it is. ſuſpe&ed, he will over-run the, 


whole Kingdom, if he be not very ſoon allay' d. 
He has often appear'd both Day and Night in boy

Caſtle. Even in ful Levee, and amidſt the P 


C J. He is hot indeed ſeen, or felt by all, 
at once; but by a /elzF few. Theſe ſee him, and 
immediately perceive his Influence. They ſtart, 
and ſeem to ſtand tranſported and amazed them- 
ſelves, and appear like ſo many Spirits; they bow 
with dreadful Reverence at it's Approach, but 
move hardly at all otherwiſe. | 


I nave often had the Curioſity and Courage to 
ſee this extraordinary Phantom of a Prompter, and 
went to the Places, which they ſaid, he frequented, 
on Purpoſe to aſk him ſome Queſtions, It was in 
a large Room in the Caſtle. There was a vaſt 
Multitude of People of all Claſſes and Qualities. 
There were Lords and Ladies, Officers of al! Ranks 
and Stations, in great Abundance, and Biſhops, 
Prieſts and Deacons, not a few, As I am pretty 
tall, and not apt to be baſkful, or backward upon 
any Occaſion, I expected 1 ſhou'd have been one 
of the firſt in the Room, that ſhou'd ſee the mar- 
vellous Spright, Some expected him, others 
dreaded him. The Report was often made, and 
ran thro* the Room, ** He's coming, the Prompter 
is a coming, here he comes, and the like. I 
look*d up at the Candles, and as I ſaw none of 
them burning blue, I concluded, the G was 
not actually in the Room. By-and-by, I heard 
warlike Muſick in a very grand Concert, as if it 
were in the Air juſt over our Heads. Now they 
cried, ** He's coming, others cried, ** He's 
come. 1 ſtill had an Eye to the Candles, and 
finding none of them chang'd Complexton, or 
went out, I heeded not the Report. I perceived 
ſeveral of the Company, as well Male as Female, 
making moſt ſolemn Bows and reverend Courtęſies; 
many of the Clergy too of all Ranks were bowing 

. mo 


in Favour of the Trade and Liberties of Iretand, 
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moſt lowly ; but, I, who came determined to ac- 
coſt the Spright, could not once get a Sight of 
him. I aſk'd ſeveral, © Where is he now 2?” 
and they anſwer*d, ** Ip! here he is, lo! there he 
is; but, I could never fer Sight on him. 


I cowr:ss to your G I was ſomewhat piqued 
at this; but, at length, judging, that it was not 
permitted to all to ſee this Apparition, I contented 
myſelf and retired. I was however very inquiſi- 


tive next Morning to know what paſt at the Caſtle, 


the laſt Night. I therefore, went early abroad amon 
all my Acquaintance, I had ſeen there. I found 
many were charmed and delighted with what they 
faw and heard, and others greatly dejected and caſt 
down. This frange Spettre has a great deal of 
the Spirit of Divination, It has foretold many 
Things that have ſince come to paſs. It has fore- 
told one Man, he ſhould have a Place, another 
he ſhould have a Penſion, and others, they ſhould 
be caſbier d. To ſome ke hamed the Places they 
were to have, and he got ne-great Credit at firſt, 
becauſe the Incumbents were then alive ; but ſince, 
the Prompter's Predictions have been verified : 
For, the Living have been oblidged in Diſplea- 
ſure, or upon Per/ions, to reſign, and the Votaries 
obtained the promiſed Places. He has foretold 
ſome of our Gown, they would ſoon get great 
Benefices, others that they would be promoted to 
Biſhopricks. But, theſe have not yer happen'd. 
But, what gains him great Credit is, that early in 
October, he promiſed, our great Patriot, Sir 
R 4 C—x, Bart. the Place of Collector of 
the Port of D u, or of C—ke, This Gen- 
tleman came over from the Country Party ; for, 
in the D. of D Ps Adminiſtration, he wrote

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and ſince has made ſome faint Struggles for both ; 
but this Year, he wrote warmly and imartly againſt 
them, in thoſe' excellent Papers, which 1 ſent 


your G „ call'd, the Cox k-S ug HON' s Anti- 
gore againſt the Dublin Apothecary*s Poyſon. He 
was at firſt in ſome Doubt about the Truth of this 


Prediction, as both the Collectors, were then alive 


and well. This was the Reaſon, why he did not 
make the Motion agreed on againſt the, Dublin 
Apothecary, the ' firſt Day of the Seſſion, as J al- 
ready informed your G But, upon new 


Aſſurances from the Spirit, and the Recommend-
